1. SCHWEID, CBS RADIO, ALEXANDRIA: EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT 
SADAT SAYS HE IS NOW READY TO INITIAL IMPENDING SINI AGREE- 
MENT WITH ISRAEL. SADAT TOLD NEWSMEN IN ALEXANDRIA THAT 
ON EGYPT'S PART THERE IS NO HESITATION AT ALL. SADAT SPOKE 

TO NEWSMEN AS SECSTATE KISSINGER BROUGHT HIM A MUCH REVISED 
DRAFT FROM JERUSALEM. KISSINGER IS A BIT MORE RESERVED 
SAYING TALKS WERE NOW DOWN TO WIRE. BUT SADAT, ASKED IF 
THERE WERE ANY PROBLEMS FROM HIS SIDE THAT WOULD PREVENT AN 
AGREEMENT; REPLIED, NO, "I DON’T SEE ANYTHING AT ALL." 

2. KALB, CBS RADIO, JERUSALEM: PROJECTED U.S. PRESENCE IN 
SINAI PASSES CAN BE SEEN AS AN ATTEMPT TO F IL L A CREDIBILITY 
GAP BETWEEN ISRAEL AND EGYPT. NEITHER SIDE TRUST OTHER, 

WHICH IS PUTTING IT MILDLY, BUT BOTH SIDES SEE VALUE OF AN 
AMERICAN CONNECTION. HENCE, CONCEPT OF POSITIONING AN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AMERICAN SET OF EYES WITH 20-20 VISION, DIPLOMATICALLY 
SPEAKING, THAT IS, IN SINAI BUFFER ZONE ON CONSTANT LOOKOUT 
FOR SUDDEN TROOP MOVEMENTS BY EITHER ISRAELIS OR EGYPTIANS. 
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AMERICAN OFFICIALS SAY THAT NUMBER OF AMERICANS PROJECTED 
UNDER AGREEMENT IS UNDER 100, THESE BEING CIVILIAN TECHNI- 
CIANS PLUS A NUMBER OF SUPPORT PERSONNEL. AMERICANS WOULD 
SERVE IN AT LEAST FOUR POINTS AS AGREEMENT IS NOW BEING 
REPORTED - A TOKEN FORCE OF AMERICANS WOULD JOIN ISRAELIS 
AT UM HOSHIVA OUTPOST. ANOTHER SUCH TOKEN FORCE TO JOIN 
EGYPTIANS AT AN OUTPOSTTHAT STILL MUST BE BUILT. 

AMERICANS WILL ALSO OPERATE TWO STATIONS ON THEIR OWN. 

THEY ALSO MAY SERVICE A VERY SMALL NUMBER OF UNMANNED 
ELECTRONIC SENSOR POINTS THAT CAN DETECT MILITARY MOVEMENT. 
POSITIONING OF AMERICANS IN BUFFER ZONE BETWEEN TWO AD- 
VERSARIES WOULD IN EFFECT PROVIDE OBJECTIVE EVIDENCE ON 
MILITARY MOVEMENTS OF BOTH SIDES; IN OTHER WORDS, AMERICANS 
WOULD BE EYEWITNESS TO WHETHER MILITARY ASPECT OF AGREEMENT 
IS BEING RESPECTED OR VIOLATED AND BY WHOM. 

3. MORTON DEAN/KALB, CBS RADIO, JERUSALEM: DEAN: ONE 
OF WIRE SERVICES THIS MORNING IS QUOTING A HIGH U.S. 

OFFICIAL AS SAYING, "IF CONGRESS DOESN’T AGREE TO SENDING 
OF THOSE TECHNICIANS. PERHAPS ISRAEL MIGHT NOT AGREE TO 
PUTTING FINAL TOUCHES ON AGREEMENT, WON'T SIGN IT. 

KALB: THAT IS A POSSIBILITY. I SPENT MORNING, FOR EXAMPLE 
TALKING TO AN OFFICIAL OF ISRAELI FM AND YOU GET FEELING 
ISRAEL MAY NOT SIGN, ALTHOUGH ISRAEL'S POSITION HAS NOT

"AMERICAN OFFICIALS ACKNOWLEDGED THAT TO SOME EXTENT ISRAEL 
CAN CONTROL PACE OF DISCUSSIONS THAT WILL BE HELD IN GENEVA

A CHECK WITH MEMBERS OF CONGRESS HAS YIELDED NO EVIDENCE

SADAT'S "NO HESITATION" REMARKS ARE REPORTED FIRST.

OFFICIAL MEETING HAK AT AIRPORT CLENCHED HIS FIST WITH HIS 
HAND AND SAID EGYPTIANS WERE TRYING TO PRESS ISRAEL INTO

POLITICAL CONCESSIONS PROMISED IN RETURN FOR ISRAELI

-U.S. "COMPENSATION: TO ISRAEL IN AID, REPLACEMENT OF OIL, 
CLOSER POLITICAL COORDINATION AND INVOLVEMENT IN FORM OF 
U.S. TECHNICIANS.

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..."REPORTERS WERE TOLD THAT FORD ADMINISTRATION WOULD 
SUBMIT BILLS TO CONGRESS NEXT WEEK AUTHORIZING AND APPRO- 
PRIATING FUNDS FOR VOLUNTEERS IF ACCORD HAS BEEN INITIATED

HE SAID HE HAD HEARD NOTHING FROM MOSCOW ABOUT PRESENT 
SINAI NEGOTIATIONS. 
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AGREEMENT, ISRAELIS SAID, WILL INCLUDE A PUBLIC TEXT AND 
ACCOMPANYING MAP AND ANNEX, AND UNPUBLISHED U.S. MEMORAN- 
DUMS TO ISRAEL CITING BOTH EGYPTIAN ASSURANCES AND AMERICAN 
COMMITMENTS TO ISRAEL.
